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FIVE MILES OF J W I N PLAN LEVEE 


FOR MISSISSIPPI RIVER CONTROL READY 


Charleston, June 23.—Four 
hun­ 
dred laborers are erecting a dirt bar­ 
rier from eight to twenty-five feet in 
height through Mississippi and New 
Madrid counties to aid in control 
of 
the Mississippi River floods. 
Levees are not new in Southeast 
Missouri, but this Government enter­ 
prise is part of the Jadwin flood con­ 
trol plan, and will transform 136,- 
000 acres into a spillway down which 
the river will be allowed to flow when 
it reaches a flood stage of 55 feet at 
Cairo, 111. 
The old levee along 
the 
river will be cut down five feet when 
the river readies the 55-foot stage, 
the pressure is expected to 
wash 
out fuse-plug, sections in the old levee 
at the north and south ends, permit­ 
ting the surplus water to flow thru 
the spillway, thus lowering the level 
of the streams and 
the 
pressure 
against other levees. 
Directed by United 
States 
engi­ 
neers, six crews are working on 
as 
many levee projects. 
The new set­ 
back levee will be 34 1-2 miles long 
and at times will he 11 miles fromj 
the river hank. 
The work is to 
be ] 
completed by January, 1932. 
More than five miles of the 
new 
levee has been built and is being sod­ 
ded with Bermuda grass to give 
it 
additional strength. 
Other construc­ 
tion work is continuing seven days a 
week. 
The levee is being constructed 
in 
100 foot “stations”. 
When 100 feet 
of the embankment is roughly mold­ 
ed into shape, the contractor is paid 
for 90 per cent of the work. 
The re­ 
mainder of the 
contract price 
is 
withheld until the levee is sodded and 
accepted by the Government. 
In addition to the 
levee 
a long 
drainage 
ditch running from 
the 
eastern 
extremity 
of 
Mississippi 
county through New Madrid Countj 
on the land side of the levee is under 
construction. 
It is designed to sup­ 
plement the many dredge ditches dug 
years ago by farmers to drain the 
lowlands and make them farmafcle. 
The Government 
also 
is digging 
bar pits on the river side of the lev­ 
ee, using the dirt exca\ated for the 
new levee. 
The pits 
designed 
to 


drain the reservoir spilway at times 
are 300 
yards in 
width 
and 
are 
bounded on the river side by a deep 
ditch which also will aid in carrying 
surplus water hack to the Mississippi 
River at New’ Madrid. 
The engineers believe that by 
di­ 
verting the waters oyer the 
136,000 
acres of spillway that the river can 
be kept from reaching the 60-foot 
level. 
During the past 73 years the 
Mississippi has been above the 
55 
foot stage, but three times. The high 
mark of 56.4 feet was 
reached 
in 
1927. 
The fuse-plug section, where the 
river will overflow’, is slightly more 
than 11 miles 
long 
in 
Mississippi 
county, while a smaller strip in New 
Madrid county, approximately 
four 
miles in length, will let the 
water 
back into the channel at the lower 
end of the 
spillway. 
Should 
the 
s oil way be filled at some time, 
the 
river will approach 15 miles in width. 
The setback levee will cross Fed­ 
eral Highway 60 in two places, just 
south of the new bridge which con­ 
nects Illinois and Missouri at Cairo, 
and again near Wyatt. 
About 
six 
miles of the concrete road will 
be 
subject to high water 
unless 
the 
State Highway Department changes 
the route. 
It is understood here that 
the department will construct 
con­ 
crete roadways over the levee. 
The 
levee will also cross Highway 55 be­ 
low East Prairie, and the Missouri 
Pacific-Belmont branch railroad near 
Semous. 
A new way to build a leee was in­ 
troduced on the project near 
New 
Madrid. 
A hydraulic machine which 
“washes” up the dirt into a mound 
is used. 
The dirt, mixed with wa­ 
ter, is washed from the bar pits to 
large molds and there it is allowed 
to settle.

Near East Prairie a power plan 
was constructed and only electrical 
equipment is used for the construc­ 
tion work.

A giant type of sugarcane 
which 
grows 25 to 30 feet high in its native 
home, the island of New Guinea, 
is 
now m aking satisfactory growth 
at 
Canal Point, Fla., according to 
re­ 
ports just received 
by 
the 
United 
States Departm ent of Agriculture. 
The cane in question belongs to 
a 
new species (Saccharum 
robustum) 
which has not 
yet 
been 
described 
botanically. 
It was located and bro’t 
back to the United States by Dr. E. 
W. Brandes, of the department, who 
made an exploration trip 
to 
New 
Guinea in 1928 in search of disease- 
resistant varieties. 
Plants of the new species are vig­ 
orous grow ers and are resistant 
to 
many diseases which attack sugar­ 
cane in this country. 
The sugar con­ 
tent of the new' cane is rather 
low, 
and for this reason plans are 
being 
made to cross it with 
other 
plants 
having higher sugar content. 
This 
work will take several years. 
In April about 80 varieties of sug­ 
arcane cuttings were sent to the Ca­ 


nal Point field station for trial plant­ 
ing. 
Before these cuttings 
could he 
planted in Florida they had to grow 
in quarantine at the A rlington E x­ 
perimental Farm for one year to pre­ 
vent introduction of new

A s a precautionary measure a du­

lia for a year by Dr. Brandes and his 
party.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 


One hundred and nine years ago 
this week, Missouri embarked upon 
an unsuccessful experiment in legis­ 
lative relief 
during “hard 
times” 
which has attracted considerable his­ 
torical interest of recent years. This 
experiment was initiated June 
27, 
1821, when Governor McNair approv­ 
ed the loan office act. 
This measure 
created what has been called a virtu­ 
al State bank ,but was officially term­ 
ed a system of loan offices, by means 
of which the legislators hoped to ef­ 
fectively 
replenish the diminishing 
supply of circulating money medium 
in the State, and to aid debtors 
by 
loans on land, properly secured, 
of 
course, by mortgages. 
Missouri’s two banks, the Bank of 
St. Louis and the Bank of Missouri, 
had failed, and by 1821 the State was 
left without a banking 
institution. 
The so-called panic of 1819, the ef­ 
fect of which spread 
over 
several 
years, had been marked by the flow 
of money to the East and the 
de­ 
pression of prosperity in the 
West, 
which was intensified further by the 
let-up of immigration and the con­ 
sequent fall in land values. 
One writer 
on 
this 
subject has 
pointed out that the pioneer farmer 
was something of a speculator; that 
he had often bought more land than 
he needed, hoping to 
profit 
on 
it 
with the expected and, indeed, event­ 
ually inevitable, increase in its val­ 
ue. 
But the “hard times” of 1820-21 
caught him, and the burden of 
his 
indetebdness became more 
than

could support.

public act” required by Congress as 
a condition of Missouri’s admission 
into the Union, and of retrenchment 
measures and constitutional amend­ 
ments. 
But it went to work prompt- j 
ly on the relief question, for on June, 
9 two measures, the loan office 
bill 
and one for the relief of debtors and 
creditors”, were introduced. 
The second, soon to be 
repealed, 
was adopted with little delay. 
The 
other was then enacted, dividing the 
State into five loan office districts. 
Ray, Chariton, Howard and 
Boone 
counties were to have an 
office 
at 
Chariton, the second district. Lillard, 
Saline, Cooper and Cole, at 
Boon- 
ville; the third, Ralls, Pike, Lincoln. 
St. Charles, Montgomery, Callaway, 
Gasconade and Franklin, at St.Char­ 
les; the fourth, St. Louis, Jefferson 
and Warren, at St. Louis, and 
the 
fifth, Ste. Genevieve, Perry, Madison, 
Wayne, Cape Girardeau 
and 
New 
Madrid, at Jackson. 
Each office was to be managed by 
three commissioners chosen for 
two 
years by a joint vote of the General 
Assemblv. 
Each was also to have £ 


clerk, chosen by the 
commissioners. 
Loan office certificates to the face 
value of $200,000 wore to be issued, 
in denominations of from 50 cents 
to $10, good for the payment of all 
taxes and debts to the State, 
and 
declared tender for the payment by 
the State oi its salaries 
and 
fees. 
This part of the law 
supplied 
the 
circulating medium regarded as pre- 
lequisite to any 
relief. 
A 
second 
part provided for the lending of this 
new' supply of money to persons abb 
to 
give 
acceptable 
security, 
in 
amounts up to $1000 on land, 
and 
$200 on personal property. 
As the 
law was intended only for temporary 
relief, it provided that one-tenth 
of 
the certificates should be withdrawn 
each year. 
This was the basis of the loan of­ 
fice legislation, though it was extend­ 
ed somewhat, later. 
The result 
of 
the experiment was that the money 
was soon refused or discounted 
b 
merchants; the law declared uncon­ 
stitutional in most of the courts ap- 
i pealed to, and the enterprise doom­ 
ed to failure by the constant growth 
of the opposition, which had all alor. 
been of 
considerable 
power. 
The 
measure, furthermore, had 
brought 
little relief, if any. it seems, and the 
return of a degree of prosperity fin­ 
ally saw the collapse of the experi­ 
ment.

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FIVE MILES OF JADWIN PLAN LEVE 
FOR MISSISSIPPI RIVER CONTROL READY 


Charleston, June 23.—Four 
hun­ 
dred laborers are erecting a dirt bar­ 
rier from eight to twenty-five feet in 
height through Mississippi and New 
Madrid counties to aid in control 
of 
the Mississippi River floods. 
Levees are not new in Southeast 
Missouri, but this Government enter­ 
prise is part of the Jadwin flood con­ 
trol plan, and will transform 136,- 
000 acres into a spillway down which 
the river will be allowed to flow when 
it reaches a flood stage of 55 feet at 
Cairo, 111. 
The pld levee along 
the 
river will be cut down five feet when 
the river reaches the 56-foot stage, 
the pressure is expected to 
wash 
out fuse-plug sections in the old levee 
a t !the north and south ends, permit­ 
ting the surplus water to flow thru 
the spillway, thus lowering the level 
of the streams and 
the 
pressure 
against other levees. 
Directed by United 
States 
engi­ 
neers, six crews are working on 
as 
many levee projects. 
The new set­ 
back levee will be 34 1-2 miles long 
and at times will be 11 miles from 
the river bank. 
The work is to 
be 
completed by January, 1932. 
More than five miles of the 
new 
levee has been built and is being sod­ 
ded with Bermuda grass to give 
it 
additional strength. 
Other construc­ 
tion work is continuing seven days a 
week. 
The levee is being constructed 
in 
100 foot "stations". 
When 100 feet 
of the embankment is roughly mold­ 
ed into shape, the contractor is paid 
for 90 per cent of the work. The re­ 
mainder of the 
contract price 
is 
withheld until the levee is sodded and 
accepted by the Government. 
In addition to the 
levee 
a long 
drainage 
ditch running from 
the 
eastern 
extremity 
of 
Mississippi 
county through New Madrid County 
on the land side of the levee is under 
construction. 
I t is designed fee sup­ 
plement the many dredge ditehee dug 
years ago 
farmers to dralmthe 
lowlands agd'make them farmaNe. 
H ie Government 
also 
is diggffig 
bar pits on the river side of the lev­ 
ee, using the dirt excavated for the 
new levee. 
The pits 
designed 
to 


drain the reservoir spilway at times 
are 300 
yards in 
width 
and 
are 
bounded on the river side by a deep 
ditch which also will aid in carrying 
surplus water back to the Mississippi 
River at New Madrid. 
The engineers believe that by 
di­ 
verting the waters oyer the 
136,000 
acres of spillway that the river can 
be kept from reaching the 60-foot 
level. 
During the past 73 years the 
Mississippi has been above the 
55 
foot stage, but three times. The high 
mark of 56.4 • feet was 
reached 
in 
1927. 
The fuse-plug section, where the 
river will overflow, is slightly more 
than 11 miles 
long 
in 
Mississippi 
county, while a smaller strip in New 
Madrid county, approximately 
four 
miles in length, will let the 
water 
back into the channel at the lower 
end of the 
spillway. 
Should 
the 
spilway be filled at some time, 
the 
river will approach 15 miles in width. 
The setback levee will cross Fed­ 
eral Highway 60 in two places, just 
south of the new bridge which con­ 
nects Illinois and Missouri a t Cairo, 
and again near W yatt. 
About 
six 
miles of the concrete road will 
be 
subject to high water 
unless 
the 
State Highway Department changes 
the route. It is understood here that 
the department will construct 
con­ 
crete roadways over the levee. 
The 
levee will also cross Highway 55 be­ 
low East Prairie, and the Missouri 
Pacific-Belmont branch railroad near 
Semous. 
A new way to build a leee was in­ 
troduced on the project near 
New 
Madrid. 
A hydraulic machine which 
"washes" up the dirt into a mound 
is used. 
The dirt, mixed with wa­ 
ter, is washed from the bar pits to 
large molds and there it is allowed 
to settle. 
The w ater 
drains 
off, 
leaving the dirt mound. 
Near East Pfcairle a power plant 
was constructed and only electrical 
emipmept is used for the construc- 
tk tV o r k AJJdmg line" to dig and 
mbve dirt employe a bucket capable 
of lifting 15 wagonloads of dirt at 
one time. 
Tractors and mules 
also 
are used to loosen and haul the dirt.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 


One hundred and nine years ago 
this week, Missouri embarked upon 
an unsuccessful experiment in legis­ 
lative relief 
during ’’hard 
times” 
which has attracted considerable his­ 
torical interest of recent years. This 
experiment was initiated June 
27, 
1821, when Governor McNair approv­ 
ed the loan office act. 
This measure 
created what has been called a virtu­ 
al State bank .but was officially term ­ 
ed a system of loan offices, by means 
of which the legislators hoped to ef­ 
fectively 
replenish the diminishing 
supply of circulating money medium 
in the State, and to aid debtors 
by 
loans on land, properly secured, 
of 
course, by mortgages. 
Missouri's two banks, the Bank of 
St. Louis and the Bank of Missouri, 
had failed, and by 1821 the State was 
left without a banking 
institution. 
The so-called panic of 1819, the ef­ 
fect of which spread 
over 
several 
years, had been marked by the flow 
of money to the East and the 
de­ 
pression of prosperity in the 
West, 
which was intensifted further by the 
let-up of immigration and the con­ 
sequent fall in land values. 
One w riter 
on 
this 
subject has 
pointed out that the pioneer farm er 
was something of a speculator; that 
he had often bought more land than 
he needed, hoping to 
profit 
on 
it 
with the expected and, indeed, event­ 
ually inevitable, increase in its val­ 
ue. 
But the ’’hard times” of 1820-21 
caught him, and the burden of 
his 
indetebdness became more 
than 
he 
could support. 
He 
got 
little 
or 
nothing for his crops, 
money 
was 
scarce and hard to get, business was 
poor, and creditors were pressing for 
their money. 
Out of this situation 
arose the demand for legislative re-

A special session of the Legislature 
convened in June, 1821. 
Aside from 
the question of 
relief 
from 
’’hard 
times”, it had apparent justiiicntion 
in the consideration of the ‘‘solemn 
public act” required by Congress as 
a condition of Missouri’s admission 
into the Union, and of retrenchment 
measures and constitutional amend­ 
ments. 
But it went to work prom pt­ 
ly on the relief question, for on June 
9 two measures, the loan office 
bill 
and one for the relief of debtors and 
creditors”, were introduced. 
The second, soon to be 
repealed, 
was adopted with little delay. 
The 
other was then enacted, dividing the 
State into five loan office districts. 
Ray, Chariton, Howard and 
Boone 
counties were to have an 
office 
at 
Chariton, the second district. Lillard, 
Saline, Cooper and Cole, at 
Boon- 
ville; the third, Ralls, Pike, Lincoln, 
St. Charles, Montgomery, Callaway, 
Gasconade and Franklin, at St.Char- 
les; the fourth, St. Louis, Jefferson 
and W arren, at St. Louis, and 
the 
fifth, Ste. Genevieve, Perry, Madison, 
Wayne, Cape Girardeau 
and 
New 
Madrid, at Jackson. 
Each office wa* to be managed by 
three commissioners chosen for 
two 
years by a joint vote of the General 
Assembly. 
Each was also to have t 


clerk, chosen by the 
commissioners. 
Loan office certificates to the face 
value of $200,000 were to be issued, 
in denominations of from 50 cents 
to $10, good for the payment of ail 
taxes and debts to the State, 
and 
declared tender for the paym ent by 
the State of its salaries 
and 
fees. 
This part of the law 
supplied 
the 
circulating medium regarded as pre- 
lequisite to any 
relief. 
A 
second 
part provided for the lending of this 
new supply of money to persons able 
to 
give 
acceptable 
security, 
in 
amounts up to $1000 on land, 
and 
$200 on personal property. 
As the 
law was intended only for tem porary 
relief, it provided that one-tenth 
of 
the certificates should be withdrawn 
each year. 
This was the basis of the loan of­ 
fice legislation, though it was extend­ 
ed somewhat, later. 
The result 
of 
the experiment was that the money 
was soon refused or discounted 
b 
merchants; the law declared uncon­ 
stitutional in most of the courts ap­ 
pealed to, and the enterprise doom­ 
ed to failure by the constant growth 
of the opposition, which had all alor. 
been of 
considerable 
power. 
The 
measure, furthermore, had 
brought 
little relief, if any, it seems, and the 
return of a degree of prosperity fin­ 
ally saw the collapse of the experi­ 
ment.
